SECOND AND LAST ATOMIC 
BOMB DROPPED ON JAPAN 
HAD TERRIBLE EFFECT

NAGASAKI, Japan, Sept. 10— (/P)

to resist the na7.is. It was through 
his agency that German

fchlpa, tho prosecution asserted. 


Throughout, Quisling contended 


he cooperated with the Germans to 
avoid a worse fate for his country.
